It is reget- 


table that lack of space prevents the 
reproduction of more than a few quota- 
tions from his interesting address: 


Literature is the Written record of 


the inner life of a people. It is the 
hived-up wisdom of many generations, 
It is, as has born said by one who is a 
master of literature, "the best thoughts 
of the best minds through many gen- 
erations." 
It i.s the thought product 


of the clearest, most penetrating and 
most sympathetls insight of thp natures 
most rarely nnd richly endowed. 
It 


is an account of the life of a people, 
not of their rulers, political or ecclpsti- 
astical, not of the doings of the court 
or the legislature, not of war, diplo- 
macy or financo, but what the people 
thought and felt and did. Neither is 
it an account of the external, physical 
conditions of the life of the people. 


Literature is the attempt to .express, 


in one form or another, in history, ora- 
tion, poem, draira or fiction, the deep 
inner lite of a great people. There is 
required tor thi» accomplishment of this 
ta<-k the supreme quality which we de- 
scribe by the woicl "genius," and genius 
i^ flood sense, quick sympathy, patient

genius, opulence of intellectual endow.

MACKEY'S LIBERAL OFFER. 


T 


HE offer of John W. Mackay to build a Pacific 
cable %vithout any government bounty orguar 


antee, has rather upset the plans of those who have 
been giving the subject attention. The need of 
such a cable has long been recognized; it was more 
urgent when Hawaii was acquired, and became still 
naoreso after we began operating in the Philippines, 
and assumed such great responsibilities there. The 


. matter was given considerable attention at the last 


session of Congress, but as two propositions were 
eagerly urged, but little progress was made. One 
proposition was to give the franchise to a private 
corporation, granting it the exclusive privilege, and 
of course giving it all the public business for 20 
years, not in excess of $300,000 a year. The other 
was to construct the cable by the government and 
to keep it entirely under government contro). 


Now comes the application of Mr. Mackay for 


the privilege of landing a cable on the western 
shores of this continent, on the Sandwich Islands, 
Guam and the Philippines. 
Even the exclusive 


privilege is not asked for. It is agreed that the 
rates for doing the public business filed with them 
shall be done at charges from 40 to 60 per cent less 
than are now being paid, and that the work shall be 
completed and the line in operation within two 
years from the time the privilege is granted. 
It is 


also stipulated that in time of war, or any similar 
stress, the line shall be turned over to the govern- 
ment for its use whenever it shall make its desire 
for such privilege known. In short, all of the ad- 
vantages to the government that were included in 
the exclusive franchise proposition are embodied, 
and every privilege that could be secured by gov- 
ernment ownership as well—all without a guaran- 
tee or the expenditure of a dollar by the govern- 
ment. It is held by Mr. Mackay, who has had the 
matter investigated, that it is entirely within the 
function of the President to grant such privilege if 
he deems it wise, and the Attorney-General has 
been asked by President Roosevelt to advise him 
upon that point, and the Secretary of State as to 
the wisdom of acceding to the request, if within his 
power T.O grant it. 


This has stirred up those who were particularly 


interested in the matter before the last Congress. 
It is a tough proposition for their plans to face, but 
their first stand is naturally, that Congress instead 
of the President holds the power. If they can make 
that point, then they can have some chance to fight 
it out. If they cannot, they are virtually Juled out 
if the President takes the matter up and acts for 
what would manifestly be to the advantage of the . 
nation. 


It is to W hoped that the President possesses 


the power, an.-l thai he v,ill oxeicisc- it. In that 
event Nevada can boast that she has been instru- 


• mental in exploiting the. greatest and most liberal 


cable enterprise that the \\orld ha=> e\er known, fo
